IL* came floating 
down the Ohio river iii a • alme, tow­ 
ing another, and both boats were load­ 
ed with apple seeds from the eider 
mills of Pennsylvania. 
His purpose 
was to ilia ut the seeds in the wilder­ 
ness so that orchards would he started 
for the settlers when they arrived 
there to make their homos. 
For the next 30 years ho wont every­ 
where up and down the Ohio country, 
planting seeds, going from one orchard 
to another, pruning and caring for the 
young trees. 
He was a welcome vis­ 
itor in the Jog cabins of the settlers 
for he always carried a Bibb* and 
some books from which lie would read 
and preach to them before tho blazing 
fireplaces In the evening. 
Johnny practiced his teachings of 
humility and kindness. He never killed 
anything for food. 
Ho carried a kit 
of cooking utensils, Including a mush 
pan, which lie sometimes won* as a 
hat. Usually he wore a broad brimmed 
black hat, but a coffee tack with ann 
holes cut in it was his only coat. 
White men called him “queer," for 
he ofteu went barefoot In winter as 
well ti* iii .summer, but the Indians 
•aid, “He has been touched by the 
Great Spirit." 
Ile went everywhere 
among them unharmed, for the fact 
that Johnny never carried a gun con­ 
vinced them that he was under the 
special protection of the Manito. 
During the W ar of 1812 when the 
British were overrunning the Ohio 
country, Johnny Applesced performed 
his greatest service for his people. In 
his wanderings among the tribes he 
often learned of their plans for at­ 
tacks on the settlements. 
Where no 
other white mini could have gone, 
Johnny passed In safety and morn 
than once he carried warnings to the 
settlers, giving them time to prepare 
for defense before the red invaders 
swept down uptm them. 
All this time Johnny Applesced wns 
carrying out his cherished dream of 
making Ohio bloom with fruit trees 
and many of the finest orchards in 
that state today owe their beginnings 
to this strange man. In his later years 
Johnny left the country which he had 
helped beautify and went to live with 
a relative In Fort Wayne, Ind.

most of flu* time 
on a problem th at seemed practic­ 
ally hopeless 
Prof. John F. Hay- 
ford, director of tim school of en­ 
gineering of Northwestern 
Univer­ 
sity. 
has 
virtually 
discovered 
the 
laws controlling the evaporation of 
the G reat Lakes. 
Eleven years ago in W ashington 
a 
num ber 
of 
scientists connected 
with the Carnegie Institution asked 
Director 
Hay ford 
if 
this 
problem 
were capable of solution. He replied 
th at there was one chance in ten. 
“ I ll tackle it on that basis,’’ he 
said, “ if you will help me.” 
Unexpectedly 
the Canegie 
Insti­ 
tution folks agreed and told him to 
go ahead; they would finance the 
research and ever since then Direc­ 
tor Hayford with the aid of N o rth ­ 
western University students and in­ 
structors has been laboring on tin* 
problem. Ho in now in W ashington 
with a 300-page report b u t before 
leaving Chicago declared he felt sure 
tin* odds had changed 
that he had 


gone far enough to know that now 
it is nine chances to one that he 
and his aides will reach the solu­ 
tion. 
Upon his success, there depends, 
the professor admits, the vital ques­ 
tion of regulating of lake levels and 
the a tte n d an t 
one of developing 
w ater power and of draining huge 
cities like Chicago of th eir sewage. 
Cause Caille First 
“ The first step was to discover 
upon what 
conditions the evapor­ 
ation problem and its solution res­ 
ted.’’ bf* said. “ It took us a decade 
but
